Tho 
abdication of tho EmpororiMaxiiuilian 
and withdrawal of tho French troops 
from Mexico will caiiso noithor eurpriso 
nor rogret. Always viowod as an iu- 
torlopor, tho Austrian usiirjjor'ri ovont- 
nal expulsion was regarded as a more 
question of tinio. Maximilian, after 
an uncomfortable roiirn of throe years, 
finds hie position untenable without 
oxtranooiis aid, which has boon donioJ 
Liin. Tlio 3lexi('an Hoiitimont ho tinds 
too deeply engrafted lu tiio iiopublican 
people of Mexico to enable him lo 
■win tho alFootions or to elicit tho sym- 
pathy and Hupporb of his subjects, 
while tho United States Govornmont 
bayo overtly signified that tho present 
form of GrovornmoDt can noithor bo 
recognized nor Buffered to oontiano oa 
the American Continent. Nothing, 
therefore, remains for Maximilian but 
to abandon in duo time the Imperial 
throne that becomes too diiScalt to 
preserve and too hot to sit upon. The 
death of the Tycoon of Japau, if con- 
firmed, will probably result in serious 
oompHoations in that Empire, whoro 
internecine struggles are incessant, 
and our commercial relations, which 
had; at length been established on a 
satisiaotory basis, may bo again disr- 
tnrbed; bat the great Powers of the 
old and new world will bo little ooa> 
cernod over what transpires ia that 
remote dynasty, and humanity would 
not BufTor a vory severe shock if tho 
whole of hor twontj' or thirty millions 
of people should take it into their 
heads to perform tho harikari. 

Keccnt advices, however, foreshadow 
an event that deojily concerns ail 
mankind. All'octod with Lho fatal 
disoaso called diabetc.-<, tliat carried oil 
the lato Duke of j^owcastlo, Louis 
Napoleon's recovery is pronounced by 
tho most eminent physicians to be 
hopeless. Crowned heads, Govern- 
ments, Ministers and subjects will 
ponder over this grave aiinouncomcnt, 
and endeavor to unravel wliat lies 
hidden in tho womb of tho luturo, 
whoa tho " Arbiter of Europe," tho 
" Master Spirit of tho Ago " shall bo 
gathered to his fathers. Tho genius 
ot him who could suddenly resign a 
special constablo's baton to preside 
over an excited I'opublic, and while 
guiding bis country so dexterously and 
flucoesafuUy for IG years through the 
troubled seas of the ]?onaparto rJmpire 
could elevate her to her prosent |)r jud 
position among tho powers ot jiuroj)u, 
will shine forth in all its resplendency. 
But, is tho present order of things to 
continue 1 Will tho impultrive people 
of f rauce suffer tho despotic tenden^ 
oiea of the father to bo nurtured in tho 
person of the Frlaoo 1 And can the 
Imperial form of Govornmont bo pre- 
served under a regency 7 Those are 
questions the solution of which will 
involve tho peaco of Europe and tho 
interests ot mankind. Tho present 
indication is, that the death of the 
Bmperor will open tho way to rovoiu- 
tion and tbe restoration of tho repub^ 
lies of 171):^ and ISIS.
